FOR AN ACT ENTITLED, An Act to allow state employees to use two days of sick leave as1

voluntary community service leave.2

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF SOUTH DAKOTA:3

Section 1. That chapter 3-6 be amended by adding thereto a NEW SECTION to read as4

follows:5

Any employee who has at least seven continuous years of employment with the State of6

South Dakota may use up to two days of sick leave in each calendar year as community service7

leave. Community service, as used in this Act, means service that benefits the general public8

through nonprofit agencies, governmental agencies, and educational institutions for which the9

employee does not otherwise receive compensation. Community service leave may be denied if10

the employee's workload is such that the employee cannot be spared at that time. Unused11

community service leave may not accrue to another year. The commissioner of the bureau of12

personnel shall promulgate rules to implement reporting or verification mechanisms for13

community service leave.14
